REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The examiner considered the Applicant's Amendment filed on 12-3-2007 and 
after updated search, no other prior art of record has taught that which was presented in 
the amended claims 

3. Therefore, claims 15-20, 25-33, 44, and 45 are allowable. 

4. Independent claims 15, 25, 30, and 44, when considered as a whole, are 
allowable over the prior art of record (McKnight). 

5. McKnight teaches, in paragraphs 31, 39, and in figure 1, a method for showing 
relationships between a plurality of usage items via icon nodes in a tree structure; in 
paragraph 32 and figure 1, displaying the tree structure adjacent a time line showing a 
time in which an item was utilized; and in paragraph 32 and in figure 1, controls for 
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removing [128] (collapsing) representations from a detailed description area [150]. 
However no prior art could be found where the compression in a timeline displayed tree 
structure, is based on a number of delimiters in addresses associated with the plurality 
of data items. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
